Some months ag o Mr. Baruch came 
lorward with his admirable and worthy 
plan to make a serious study with a spe­ 
cial view of taking the profit out of war, 
jind for this purpose he created a fund. 
Several days ag o in New^ York, J udg e El­ 
bert H. Gary, in addressing a meeting of 
the trustees of the Museums of the Peace­ 
ful Arts, advocated the formation of an in­ 
ternational association of steel producers 
|is a step toward abolishing 
w r y . 
He ex­ 
pressed the opinion that the steel men of 
the world could form a social organization 
•which would result in their standing to­ 
g ether so far as they leg itimately could 


QÏ Ï all questions that interested them. 
If 
Ihis could be done, he believed, the na- 
|ions would experience much difficulty in 
Carrying on war. 
... Still 
another plan 
for attacking the 
w ar problem 
through 
industrial 
rather 
than political channels was outlined by 
Paul Harvey in a speech before the recent 
convention of the General Federation of 
Women\s Clubs at Atlantic City. 
It em­ 
bodies what Mr. Harvey g ave as the pur­ 
pose of the 
International 
Chamber of 
Commerce: 
the 
development 
of 
the 
catural resources of the w’hole w'orld un- 
à er international law, the lack of which 
development, he believed, being the root 
from which war grew. 
^ It is of the utmost importance to world 
peace,” declared Mr. Harvey, “ that the 
oil, iron, coal, copper and other mineral 
èesources lying in territories occupied by 
fcrackward peoples, utterly incapable of 
making the resources available for the 
uses of progress, shall be opened and de- 
\? eloped for the benefit of humanity as a 
whole. 
There is no other way of remov­ 
ing the underlying causes of war. 
There 
^re enoug h natural resources to meet the 
ii€ eds of the world if the world is treated 
aè a unit. 
W e should seek to induce capi­ 
tal and experts to undertake the risks of 
overseas development under international 
iaw, not discourag e it.” 
Some may, and with justification, has- 
tén to say that Mr. Harvey has sug g ested 
a course for a quest of peace which is it­ 
self related to the cause of many wars, a 
course involving a for mof invasion, even 
if friendly and looking to the betterment 
of the “ invaded” territory, and containing 
the dang er of the springing up of selfish 
exploitation with its many evils and retri­ 
butions- 
And one could truthfully say 
that such a program as he has outlined 
would meet with almost unending and 
serious difficulties, both physical and poli­ 
tical. 
One of the greatest would be the 
opposition of strong feeling nationalists, 
for the plan is based on a universalist doc­ 
trine. 
‘ Y"et this idea is, to put it in a sentence, 
to extend to all parts of the world the best 
and 
most 
profitable 
usag es 
of natural 
resources. 
As such it cannot liut be ad- 
ngred. 
No one can deny that where re­ 
sources are used best and to the fullest 
there is a hig her standard of living than 
elsewhere, and the hig her the standard »»1 
living the more peaceful the people.
